The small bo y’s right to any perquisites he can co llect at 
a bail game seems to have been upheld definitely by high 
legal autho rity no w.

In Chicago the o ther day a yo ungster went o ut to watch 
the Cubs play. He was perched high in the bleachers, alo ng 
the fo ul line, when so me batter smacked a fo ul ball into his 
territo ry. 
The ball landed beside the yo ungster and he 
pro mptly po cketed it. 
An usher, thereupo n, appeared and demanded the ball. 
The bo y refused to give it up; the usher, acco rdingly, went 
away, to return a little later with three po licemen. 
To geth­ 
er they descended upo n the yo ungster with the ball. 
But there is an esprit de co rps, o r whatever yo u want to 
call it, amo ng bleacherites. 
The enraged fans aro se en 
masse and fell upo n the po licemen with their fists. 
The up­ 
sho t o f it all was that small bo y, baseball, wo unded po lice­ 
men, usher and a do zen o r mo re belligerent fans had to ap­ 
pear in co urt. 
The judge dispo sed o f the case in sho rt o rder. The usher, 
he said, had no right to go after the ball in the first place. 
When a citizen go es to a ball game he has a right to po cket 
any ball that falls into the stands in his vicinity 
pro vided, 
o f co urse, that he can lay his hands o n it. 
As so o n as he 
do es, the ball beco mes his pro perty. So the quarrel was set­ 
tled. and everybo dy went ho me happy.

Accidents will happen in the best 
regulated 
families—and 
industries. 
They kill and maim more of our peo­ 
ple every year th an the G reat War. 
They continue to increase despite the 
guards on machines and the other 
safety precautions which industry is 
now ado pting so universally. 
We 
wax enthusiastic over o ur guarded 
flywheels, o ur safety posters, and our 
safety speeches, but usually we lose 
sight of one of the most frequent 
causes of accidents, and th e most 
readily 
preventable—our 
general 
health. 
A man's reaction time ir, the time 
elapsing between his perception of 
approaching danger and th e action of 
his muscles in removing him from its 
path 
A healthy m a n’s reactio n time 
is normally rapid. 
But the m an who 
is co nstantly absorbing toxins into 
his system, either because of chronic 
constipation or kidney disease, in­ 
fected tonsils or abscessed teeth, or 
who is suffering from some acute 
trouble such as a headache,, Qr a 
boil on the back o f his neck, o r one 
who has a mind upset bv personal 
worries, almost always has his reac­ 
tion time increased so th a t danger 
is likely to o vertake him before he 
can remove himself from its path. 
Over o ne-half of th e employees of 
a certain large m anufacturing plant 
were found, upon examinatio n, to 
have defective vision, and only one- 
fo urth of them had pro perty fitted 
glasses. 
It is easy to realize th a t in 
this mo dern day of hustle and bustle, 
iirennes 
of 
all 
of 
our 
senses 
is 
necessary to keep us safe from harm. 
It we canno t see o r hear th e ap­ 
pro aching automobile, o r if the rush 
of traffic confuses us because our 
senses are no t keenly tuned, we must 
often suffer injury. 
A constipated 
man canno t be an alert one because 
his system is co nstantly obsorbing 
poison 
from 
his 
internal 
tract. 
Danger lurks on every hand, In the 
shop, in the home, in th e street, and 
the fellow who canno t see its ap­ 
proach and quickly remove himself, 
is the fellow who must suffer the 
consequences. 
Many diseases do no t m ake their 
presence known to us until they have 
reached the point where they canno t 
be cured. 
Most, of these diseases, 
however, can be 
detected 
by the 
physician by physical examination. 
One abscessed to o th which ‘ never 
cave a bit of trouble " might mean a 
serious accident, simply because th at 
tooth was co nstantly poisoning your 
senses of perception and dulling your 
mental processes. 
And after th e ac­ 
cident th at one apparently harmles* 
to o th might well be the reason for 
complications th a t delay recovery or 
perhaps forever your return to work. 
A varicose vein in your leg, which 
you may have for years and which 
may never have given you any in­ 
convenience. may be injured by a 
simple blow and 
produce 
a sore 
which 
will be m o nths 
in 
healing. 
You may 
think you 
have perfect 
eyesight, but glasses will show you 
many things th at you have missed. 
You will work during the dav with 
much less nervous tension and with 
more accuracy, and when th e day’s 
work is over you will find yourself 
less fatigued when you return 
h o m e . 
You w'ill read with more enjoyment, 
you will enjoy the movies mo re and 
you w ill sleep better. 
Perhaps a simple word of service 
is aJl you need to make it possible 
for you to enjoy th a t big steak th at 
you have craved so long but th at 
you never eat because “heavy food 
doe« no t agree." 
Best of all, you will have your 
mind o n your work and no t have 
your attentio n divided between your 
work and th a t unco mfo rtable feel­ 
ing in your stomach. 
Not only will 
you be safer if your physical pro­ 
cesses are functioning automatically, 
as they should, but you will be more 
productive and your earnings must 
increase. 
Your family doctor should be your 
co nstant health advisor and he can 
do m uch lo r you to keep you well 
and fr#e fro m accident

physical examinatio n, even
